FFICIENCY became the keynote of the 
Pottstown hospital adm inistration as soon 
as A. C. Seawell sat behind the m anag er’s 
desk. 
Now he offers a master plan for improve­ 
m ent of hospital facilities that, if carried 
out, will make the local institution one of 
the finest in the vicinity. 
But what appears to this corner, at 
this time, as the most important portion 
of 
hts 
program is the 
mov ement 
to 
eliminate fire hazards. 
Interest in this 
ang le, of course, is 
heig htened by the terrible holocausts of the 
past few weeks, of the Wynecoff hotel firjp 
in Atlanta, in other conflag rations. 
Those 
fires have awakened all alert persons in pub­ 
lic service to take stock of fire precautions.

Anyone, with the slig htest imag ination, 
can conjure up scenes of wildest terror if 
fire would strike at a Pottstown hospital. 
Sad enoug h is any fire striking a t a build­ 
ing where inmates can flee to safety. 
But 
imag ine the crippled, the ill, the helpless 
being 
terrorized by flame! 
It would be 
horrible. 
Certainly today is the day to take stock 
and to institute safety measures. 
Some 
already hav e been suggested by Fire Chief 
Richard 
E. Lindauer. In fact, he made 
annual suggestions.

Possibly every one oug ht to check 
this week—rig ht before Christm as—to make 
sure every fire precaution is taken!

Clubs, stores and other public places need 
especially to be careful of fire during the 
Christm as holidays. 
Most of them will be 
decorated and most will be crowded during a 
larg e part of the time. 
Fire in any crowded public building 
easily may lead to panic, for the exits often 
are inadeq uate to take care of so many 
persons in a hurry. Flammable decora­ 
tions should not be allowed in any public 
building . Waste materials should be re­ 
moved at once. 
No smoking should 
be 
allowed in the building . 
Aisles and exits must, be kept unob­ 
structed and exits be markea clearly. Sprink­ 
lers, hand hose and fire exting uishers should 
be kept ready to operate. 
Even buckets of 
water, widely distributed, may mean the dif­ 
ference 
between a 
trivial flareup 
and

the American people know

Mr. Truman, in commenting on 
the formal statement, paid tribute 
to the work of Gen. Georg e C. Mar­ 
shall, his personal representative in 
j 
China, and ?iaid he would remain 
there as long as necessary in the 
hope of g etting thing s cleaned up. 
As he did just a y ear ag o, Mr. 
Truman expressed conviction that 
a united and democratic China is 
essential to world peace, and that 
broadening the base of the National 
g overnment "to make it represent­ 
ative of the Chinese people" would 
help achieve that objective. 
And it fo llo wed a demand by 
Senato rs Flanders (R-Vt) and 
Murray (D-Mo nt) fo r an inter­ 
natio nal co nference to wo rk o ut 
a so lutio n o f China’s pro blems. 
There was no reference in the 
White Ho use statement, ho w­ 
ev er, to this pro po sal. 
The statement laid the blame 
for the breakdown in neg otiations 
upon the shoulders of the Commun­ 
ists. It declared that General Mar­ 
shall had remained at his post 
seeking 
a solution “even thoug h 
active neg otiations have been broken 
off by the Communist party .”

For Radio Reception

most of them with critical injuries. 
The pre-Christm as tragedy oc­ 
curred on a dirt road th a t, rises 
sharply to a blind crossing at Dead 
Fall junction. 
Richard S. Sanders, 
Newberry, the bus driver, was k illed 
but officers suggested he was not 
expecting the train at the time be­ 
cause it was running about two 
hours late. 
Victims of the accident ranged in 
age from seven to 12 or 13 years. 
One family lost three sons, Robert, 
Jack , and Harold Lancaster.

Peggy Joyce Riser and Johnny Wy­ 
man Riser, and Libby Long and 
Bobby Long.

Early Surrender in Most Overseas Areas 
Predicted it U. S. Is Thrown Into War 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 18 ( JP) — A 
highly-placed Government official 
said today that if the United States 
were faced tomorrow with hostili­ 
ties its forces overseas would be 
over-run except in a few isolated 
spots. 
He was one of a group of author­ 
ized 
officials 
who presented the 
picture of a precarious situation in 
event of a crisis and then described 
W ar departm ent plans to be sub­ 
m itted to the new Congress to re­ 
build Army manpower. 
The officials detailed these plans 
as follows:

adjourned until 
tomorrow 
(10:30 
a. m„ Potts town time) without tak­ 
ing action. 
The American p?©pessl^was hailed 
promptly by Britain, Australia and 
Brazil as a concrete step toward 
settling 
the 
differences 
between 
Greece and her neighbors. 
If the American suggestio n is 
ado pted, it will be the first time 
the Security Co uncil will hav e 
o rdered inv estigato rs” into any 
co untry inv o lv ed in co mplaints 
befo re 
it. 
Ado ptio n, 
ho wev er, 
will require unanimity o f the 
fiv e permanent members o f the 
Security Co uncil, since o rdering 
an o n-the-spo t inv estigatio n o f 
a dispute 
is a “ substantiv e” 
matter. 
The session was put ov er until 
tomorrow on the insistence of Sov ­ 
iet 
delegate Andrei A. Gromyko, 
after Chairm an Herschel V. Jo h n­ 
son of the United States had asked 
for an afternoon session.

Dec. 18 (/P) — A 
call to soft coal operators to meet 
in W ashington tomorrow for unex­ 
plained “talks” led tonight, to some 
speculation th at contract negoti­ 
ations may be sought with John L. 
Lewis’ United Mine Workers. 
A contract between Lewis and the 
operators would permit the Gov ern­ 
m ent to turn back 2500 soft coal 
mines it has been operating since 
the past Spring’s strike. 
Lewis, calling o ff the recent 
17-day strike o n Dec. 7, threw 
o ut bro ad hints he wo uld be 
glad to talk things o v er either 
with the Go v ernment o r the o p­ 
erato rs. The latter hav e been 
mine managers fo r the Go v ern­ 
ment during the Federal o per­ 
atio n. 
Secretary of Interior J. A. Krug, 
with whom Lewis made the con­ 
tract under which the mines are 
working has emphatically refused to 
negotiate any new agreement, say­ 
ing th at is up to the priv ate owners.
